A Case of Cirsumstantial Evidence,

drawing-room in Par One of the Com- 
pany was showing a gold medal which 
had been awarded him, and which w 
worth five thousand frances.

Every 
nook and corner was searched, but in 
vain. ‘This sudden disappearance pro- 
duced considerable agitation in the com- 
pany, which was select, but numerous, 
and finally some one proposed that every 
one be searched, the men by the men, and 
the women by the women. All the per- 
sons present eagerly signified their assent 
with the exception of a single individual 
who had been presented that very evening 
for the first time in the house. ‘The man 
declared very calmly, but very decidedly, 
that he could not consent to be searched. 
The effect these words produced may easi- 
ly be imagined. It was no longer doubt- 
ed that he was the robber, and the gentle- 
man who introduced him was more dead 
than alive, 

The master of the house was about 
turning the supposed thief into the street, 
and the owner of the medal had already 
entreated the company to forget the cir- 
cumstance, when a lady having risen 
from her seat, lo! the missing medal sud- 
denly fell out of one of the flounces of her 
dress, into which ithad accidently slipped 
and buried itself. The sensation produ- 
ced by this sudden denouement was pro- 
digious. A cry of joyful surprise resound- 
ed throughout the room. ‘The individual 
suspected of the theft was declared inno- 
cent. 

Renouncing thereupon the stoical calm- 
ness, verging on indifference, which had 
hitherto characterized his demeanor, 
“This,” said he, “ gentlemen, is the ex- 
planation of my conduct, which doubtless 
seemed to you inexplicable.—If] would 
not consent to be searched, it was because 
I was a stranger to every one present, 
with one exception, and because, by a 
strange coincidence—so strange that no 
one would have believed it possible—l 
had on my person a medal exactly similar 


to the one that was lost.” He then pro- 
duced the medal, which, if it had been 
found on him would have ruined him a 
quarter of an hour before, but which was 
now an additional proof of his innocence. 
This incident, which I myself witnessed, 
is but another proof of the uncertainty of 
human judgments. 


Parisian ExtravacaNce.—A Paris 
correspondent says:—As a light indica- 
tion to assist in forming a judgment upon 
habits and manners in French society in 
Paris, and of the height to which luxury 
of every kind has been gradually rising 
here since the last ten years, what should 
you think of a lady having, within the 
space of about twelve months, a bill at her

Ono item 
was three pairs of embroidered sheets at 
£120 each pair; dinner napkins £20 and 
£30 tho dozen collar piece} and a pair 
of Manchettes 700 francs (£28,) These 
aro proofs of that extravagance in the 
dress on the part of French eclogantes, 
which people actually will not believe in 
England, but which are of really common 
occurrence. ‘These mancheties of £28 
correspond to another instance of waste- 
ful extravagance which 1 have known to 
be committed by Jadies with whom I have 
the honor of being personally acquainted, 
and who are, in other respects, perfectly 
irreproachable, viz, tho wastofulness of 
putting on a new pair of boots every day, 
and wearing at least two if not three pairs 
of gloves a day.

The Ayrica, from Liverpool Saturday 
23rd Feb'y, arrived at her dock at 54 ¢, m.

Not a vestige of the ship Great Duke 
now remains, and though her cargo has 
been washed about, owing to the precipi- 
tous nature of the coast itis feared that 
little can be saved. ‘The bodies of seve- 
ral of the crew have been received and 
buried. 

‘The Peace Conferences were expected 
to open on Monday 25th, and great anx- 
lely prevailed as to their issue. 

On the subject of the difficulties with 
the United States, there is nothing new 
to report except that the London Morning 
Advertiser professed to be aware that Mr. 
Dallas comes out with very stringent de- 
mands in regard both to the Central Ame- 
rican and Enlistment questions. 

‘Tue Conxrerences.—Ali Pasha, the 
Turkish Envoy, reached Marseilles on the 
19th en route for Paris, and we may now 
calculate there will be no hindrance to the 
conimencement of the Conference on 25th. 
Although the Plenipotentiaries lave not 
yet assembled in Council, it is stated that 
the exigencies of diplomatic etiquette have 
already been fully discussed and satisfec- 
tory settled. The knotty question of pre- 
cedence has been solved in a way which 
conciliates punctiliousness by adopting al- 
phabetical order, By this means Austria 
takes the lend, followed by France, Great 
Britain, Russia, Sardinia, and Turkey. 

The Independence Belge introduced the 
name of Prussia into the above list; this, 
however, the London Globe supposes to be 
a mistake, as nothing has transpired to 
indicate that the Governments intend to 
depart from the rule they have laid down, 
to exclude all non-combatant Powers, and 
to maintain that Prussia can no longer 
bring forward her claim as one of the five 
European powers. 

‘The Paris correspondent of the Consti- 
tutionnel, in an editorial headed “ the holy 
alliance,” indicates thatthe Congress will 
not occupy itself exclusively with the sub- 
jects arising out of the war, and says itis 
not impossible that certain important e- 
vents which since 1815 have modified the 
state of Europe as it was defined by the 
Congress of Vienna, will engage the at- 
tention of the Conference of, Paris. ‘The 
editorial goes on talftimate that the trea- 
ties of 1815 will be essentially remodelled. 

The Paris Patrie takes the same strain, 
and quotes also an editorial to the same 
effect from the Journal of Frankfort, en- 
deavoring to prove that the present Con- 
ference will obliterate all vestiges of the 
once famous alliance against France, 

‘The revoluntionary propagandism ” 
says the Patrie, “ has long made an ia 
strument of the revision of the treaties of 
1815, abusing as in many other instances, 
9 patriotic and national idea to turn it inte 
an element of disorder, but now, thanks to 
the Imperial policy,— thanks to the suc- 
cess of our arms,—thanks to the confidence 
which France inspires throughout the con- 
tinent, from the wisdom as well as the 
strength of its Government, it ts now in the 
name of Conservative ideas that people are 
Asking for o revision of the treaties of 915.” 

The Moniteur céntains an article which 
has attracted much notice, as a supposed 
hint of what the debates will be. Theed 
Horial takes the shape of rebuke, adminis- 
tered tothe Debats for having siated that 
Nicolaieff is not a Black Sea fort,and thot 
there is no neceesity for any reatriction as 
to the fortification of the Alond Isles.

imperfectly understood, and that no two 

Municipalities carry out this Law in the 

same manner, 1 now call your attention 

to the requirements of the Law. 

1st When the Clerk of any Municipali- 
1y, whether of Town, Township or incor- 
porated Village, makes out bis Roll from 
which he istocollect the Taxes from Res- 
|idents, he makes out on a separate Roll 
the amount of Toxes to be collected from 
absentee and Wild Lands. Of course, 
the Collector’s Roll is given to the Collec 
tor, but the Roll for the collection of the 
absentee Tox, must be sent to the Treasu- 
rer. The Collector of the Municipality 
has nothing to do with the Wild Land 
Roll. 

2ndly. When the Collector bas finished 
Collecting he makes his return to the Trea- 
surer of the Municipality, who gives hin 
credit for the amount uncollected. 

Brdly. It then becomes the duty of the} 
Treasurer of the Municipality to make out 
a return of the Taxes remaining unpaid on 
the Collector’s Roll, and Transmit the} 
same under bis own band and Certificate, 
to the County Treasurer, who is then 
charged with the collection thereof, Af} 
fer this return is made to the County 
Treasurer, vo other officer or person has

1. Resolved, ‘That the laws which now 
regulate ‘Tavern licenses and licences for 
the sale of spirituous and fermented liquors 
are insufficient, and that it is expedient to 
provide, in 4 more efficient manner, by 
farther enactments, for the prevention of 
intemperance. 

2. Resolyed, That no person shonld be 
permitted to sell spirits or fermented li- 
quors in less quantities than five gallons, 
without having first obtained a license for 
that purpose. 4

| Four years have now elapsed since the for- 
|mation of the Ladies’ Benevolent. Society, 
|and the managers humbly acknowledge the 
ghty, that has so far 
{ their eflorts with success. 
From the first, each succeeding year has 
brought increase to their funds, and the liber 
ality of the public, and their confidence in 
the Society, have become more and more ap- 
parent. 
They rejoice in the increasing interest felt 
in the Society, as evinced by the Jarge num- 
ber attending the last Annual meeting, and 
the addition to the working members of the 
Society, many Ladies having kindly vyolun- 
teered their services in assisting those who 
from the commencement had the man- 
smeni of its aflairs. The labours of the 
Socivty have shitherto fallen heavily upon a 
few, but they have never shrunk from the 
work, nor been discouraged, persevering thro” 
evil report and good report, hoping for, and 
looking forward to the day, when others 
would join in giving Up a small portion of 
their time, for the bevefit of their fellow crea- 
tures. Itis surely a duty incumbent on those 
to whom the Almighty has given a large 
share of this world’s goods, to give not only 
ol their substance, but their time and exer- 
lions, to alleviate the suflering aud sorrows of 
their needy brethren, and the managers have 
great hopes that the present year will find 
numbers engaged in this imperative duty. 

The amount of subscriptions and donadons 
Jast year, will show a large increase on for- 
mer ones, and the managers feel doubly en- 
couraged to exertion, by this proof of confi- 
dence in the distribution of the funds entrus- 
ted to them. 

The Council having generously provided'a 
house for those who were utterly destitute of 
home and friends, enabled the Society to 
economize the funds at its disposal, as it will 
be seen by comparative statements what the 
expenses would have been of supporting the 
same uumber in separate lodgings. 

The average number in the Poor House has 
been abont fourteen; board and lodging could 
not have been procured for these under seven 
shillings per week, which alone, would have 
amounted to two hundred and seventy three 
pounds,—more than the whole receipts of the 
Society 
The expenses of the Poor house have been 
ninety-fonr pounds eleven shillings and four- 
pence, including furniture, bedding, clothing, 
fuel, and provisions, making a saving of one 
hundred and seventy-eight pounds eight shil- 
lings and eight-pence. The managers have 
no hesitation in saying that the inmates have 
been kept in more comfort and cleanliness 
than they would have been in most private 
lodgings ; to this the medical men who have 
so kindly given their attendance to the sick, 
will bear testimony. 

The nomber of persons relieved through- 
out the past year arnount to two hundred and 
thirty-one ; mauy of them of course received 
but temporary aid, while to others a regular 

ly allowance was given, the Society ha: 
yored to carry out the intentions of the 
Council by admitting into the Poor-house 
only such as were totally devoid of other 
means of support. 

‘The Managers cannot close their Report 
without expressing their gratitude for the 
many handsome and unexpected donations 
they have received. 

The thanks of the Society are likewise due 
to those Medical men who have so kindly 
given their attendance.

The Earthquake in Jeddo. 


The New York papers of Friday con- 
tain confirmatory accounts of Ne i as- 
trous earthquake in Jeddo, which 
red on 11th November last. In reference 
to the subject, the Tribune romarks :— 

** Japan isa volcanic country. Ever 

since it has been known to Europeans, 
earthquakes have from time to time oc- 
curred; and no longer ago than last year 
there happened one by which the town of 
Simoda, our treaty port in the Island of 
Niphon, was greatly damaged, and a Rus- 
sian frigate then lying inthe harbor to- 
tally disabled. Jeddo was reported to 
have suifered somewhat from that shock ; 
and without putting implicit reliance in 
the extent of the injury inflicted by the 
present one, we may well believe that it 
has been very serious. 
“In the case of earthquakes in Japan 
the injury done is almost always aggra- 
vated by fires, common everywhere cn 
such occasions, but to which the Japanse 
are peculiarly liable from the excessively 
combustible character of their buildings, 
which, with the exception of a few an- 
cient stone castles, are all built of wood, 
with windows and partitions of paper, and 
covered with varnish, which makes them 
still more combustible. 

“Jeddo is a preat city; all the princes 
and nobles of the empire are obliged to 
maintain establishments there. It is pos- 
sible that a hundred thousand houses may 
be destroyed, but the alleged loss of life 
is, we hope, exaggerated. ‘The Japanese 
houses are not of a kind to crush the in- 
habitants by their fall, and those whoper- 
ished must either have been swallowed 
up by the yawning earth, or have lost 
their lives in the flames or in the crash 
and confusion incident to such an occur- 
rence.” 

It is stated distinctly that at the time of 
the earthquake a fire broke out in thirty 
different parts of the city; the earth open- 
ed and closed over thousands of buildings, 
with thejroccupants. Theshock was se- 
yere at Simoda,

The St. Sylvester Murder Case. 


To G. Brown Esq. M. P, P. Lambion, Toronto, 

Editor of the Globe, §¢. 

Sin,—I perceive,that the accuracy of 
the report of Judge Duyval’s chafge to the 
Jury in the Queen against Kelly and oth- 
ers, for the murder of Corrigan, published 
in the Mercury and Chranicle newspapers 
of this city, has been assailed in Parlia- 
ment. Now, as charged with certain pro- 
ceedings on behalf of the nearest, and ha- 
ving been present while Judge Duval ad- 
dressed, I beg to state that the translation 
of the Judge’s charge was a correct one. 
I was in court during its delivery, and am 
ready to give my evidence either upon ho- 
nor or upon oath. I was also counsel for 
the private prosecutor in the Queen against 
Moore and others, for assauit upon Mr. 
Lamb, a highly respectable Protestant ho- 
tel keeper, now in Toronto. In that, as 
in the case of Kelly, the parties though 
residents in Quebec, were suffered to re- 
main at Jarge until they chose to surren- 
der; they were tried where they pleased, 
and their counsel having challenged ever 
Protestant who came to the book, and pro- 
duced the consent of the Crown officer, 
much against my will, to have a Jury of 
the English language, they were tried by 
twelve Irish Roman Catholics, and in ac- 
cordance with Mr. Justice Duvyal’s law 
they were acquilte On that occasion 
the prosecution established that there was 
an affray—that Mr. Lamb came, peace- 
ably to quell it—that he was set upon, all 
but killed, and £40 or €50 worth of his 


Corrigan’s death, so in that of the assault 
on Mr. Lamb, the Judge chose to abrogate 
the great doctrine of the law, that in an 
aflray every one of the affrayers is an- 
swerable for all the consequences of the 
affray, and despite of his duty and the 
doctrine of the common Law, charged the 
Jury to acquit, if they doubted the prison- 
ers had done the deed, instead of instruct- 
ing them that an affray had merged in a 
felonious wounding, and if the defendants 
were proved guilty of the affray, they wore 
to be convicted of the wounding, He did 
more, he gaye as much weight to the evi- 
dence of a rowdy associate of some of the 
prisoners, who admitted having pressed 
Mr. Lamb to accept £40 hush money, as 
to that of 8 or 9 highly respectable wit- 
nesses forthe Crown. He did more; he 
charged the Jury to give the utmost weight 
to a witness whose credit was impeached 
in the gravest manner [I will enter into 
some explanation on this head, which may 
be interesting in Toronto. ‘The bill for 
the assault on Mr, Lamb was laid before 
a Grand Jury at the Quarter Session, of 
twelve men, 6 of whom wre of the St 
Sylvester Irish, 4 were French Canadi- 
ans, and 2 Prptestants. Tho Jury stood 
6 to 6 on the question of True Bill” or 
“No Bill.” I therefore suggested that the 
finding be deferred until one of the wit- 
nesses, who was seriously ill, should be 
produced, and the defendants were held 
to bail till the next Sessions, at my mo- 
tion. This was as a blind to my real in- 
tentions. Knowing that the defendants 
had charged my client with being an Or- 
angeman, and the consequences of that 
impatation in Quebec, I requested the So- 
licitor General to prefer the Bill at the 
Criminal Term, and there kept back my 
witnesses until 12 men were in the jury 
room independent of the Irish Romanists;

Lord Bury's Dismissal. | 


You have heard of the sudden depar- 
ture of Lord Bury for England, and no 
doubt, in common with many others, had 
cause for regret that so useful a person as 
a ‘Married Rake’ generally turns out to 
be, should have been lost to us. Bu: the 
cause of his departure is as singular as 
the results may be important. It will be 
recollected that the lady upon whom Lord 
Bury permitted his sincerest regards to 
fall, was the daughter of Sir Allan Mac-

match, was sufficiently evident from the 


fuct that he accompanied the bridal party |

When the news of 
the consummation of the marriage reached 
England, the Earl of Albemarle, the fa- 
ther of Lord Bury, was very angry, and 
wrote to the Governor-General in terms 
bordering on reproach for having allowed 
his foolish son to make such a foolish 
match, but trusted thatthe children who 
might call him “grandpa,” would be 
brought up in the Protestant fuith. But 
the Earl had addressed himself to a man 
equally as proud, equally as aristocratic 
as himself, and the consequence was that 
he received a very cold reply, to the ef- 
fect that the marriage of Lord Bury was 
no affair of his; and that, as to the reli- 
gion of any grand-children with which 
his grey hairs might be blessed, that was 
equally a matter of Jittle moment to him. 
This reply added to the already irate 
temper of the Earl, and he despatched a 
reply of a very soyere kind, reflecting in 
no measured terms upon Sir Edmund.— 
Upon this Sir E. Head showed the Jeter 
to Lord Bury, when it, may be imagined 
that between the reproaches of his father 
and the coldness of his patron, his Lord- 
ship felt very Uacombrtaber Shortly 
after, the Governor gave a “select party,” 
when, on conducting the ladies to dinner,
